about 4379 feet 


above the sea, between the San

a. half hours later. We merely -went 
along. Oakdale was tl>o first stop. 
We took on gasoline there and then 
•went on, over the Big Oak Flat road 
Into Tosemite. Most o? the natives 
in the foothill- country told us to be- 
ware, and to look out, because they 
had reports of bad roads and slip- 
pery turns. 
We made the run m 


eight and a half hours from Oak- 
land, without using chains a foot of 
the way, and in ease and comfort. 
"We went up the famous Priest's 
Hill in high gear. Earlier in the 
season this grade was rather badly 
cut up and in poor shape.

and time out while we bought some 
apples 


"The trip-home -was made in elexen 


and one-half hours. 
>Tot fast time, 


but comfortable traveling time.

Wednesday and negotiated the feat 
so convincingly that the perforrn- 
a"c<* IF ir. littl" dansor of totag dis- 
turbed for some weeks to come—- 
at least by any strictly stock car. 
Hitting the foot of the hill 
at 
thirty-six miles an hour the «um- 
nilt of tho grade, from which credit j 
is rendered, showed 
the speedom- • 


eter just above the twenty mile an 
hour register. No attempt was made' 
to speed up to the very summit of 
the hill, but had Worthington done 
so it is tho opinion of the TRIBUNE 
repiesentative who observed the test 
that ho would have been travelinK 
better than 
twenty-six miles per 


hour.

made a few weeks ago was consid- 
ered to be, and it \\as, an excellent 
demonstration of high gear climbing.
